Failures Followed Rapidly. 


The failure 
of the Hamburg 
firm 
and 
the Butte 
bank both 
followed 
closely on the news of the suspension 
of the Heinze firm c-n the Stock Ex­ 
change. 
The German firm is said to 
have lost heavily in the recent drop 
in coppers and the developments on 
the New York exchange are said to 
have forced thb failure. 
Tho Butte bank 
was largely con­ 
trolled by tho 
Heinze Interests, F. 
Augustus H einie being the principal 
stockholder, 
and news of 
the Otto 
Heinze suspension on 
tile Stock Ex­ 
change and of the failure of the H am ­ 
burg firm precipitated 
a run which 
immediately caused the suspension of 
the bank. 
In a statem ent Issued by 
the officers it was declared that tie* 
bank is perfectly solvent and that the 
suspension Is solely for the purpose 
of gaining time to arrange the hank’s 
affairs. 
A number of meetings 
were held 
Thursday in the offices of Otto Heinze 
ft Co., but no statem ent of any sort 
was given out. 
It is said 
that the 
claims against the firm, growing prin­ 
cipally out of the attem pted corner in 
United Copper, may reach $2,500,eon 
William A. Nash, president of the 
Corn Exchange hank and acting chair­ 
man of the clearing house committee, 
stated that the committee, with the 
full co-operation of the officers of the 
Mercantile National bank, made an 
examination of its condition aft*r the 
close 
of business 
Thursday 
night. 
The examination was very thorough 
and was not completed until a late 
hour. 
Mr. Nash and 
his associates 
said they were convinced from the re­ 
sults of the examination that the bank 
is perfectly solvent and able to meet 
all its Indebtedness. 
The capital of

is intact 
and there 
is a 
large surplus.

Old Private Institution Goes to the 
Wall. 
Hamburg, Oct. 18.—Tho old private 
banking firm of Haller, Soehle ft Co. 
failed 
Thursday. 
Tho liabilities 
of 
the firm are variously stated and it 
was estimated early in the day that 
they were in the neighborhood of $5.- 
000,000, 
but tho Hamburger 
Nach- 
richten says that it is informed by a 
banker who is in a position to know 
the 
facts 
that 
the liabilities 
will 
reach $7,500,000. 
This will make the 
crash of this firm 
Abe biggest bank 
failure in Germany since the famous 
breakdown of the Leipziger bank in 
June, 1901. 
The assets of the firm 
have not yet been ascertained, but in 
banking 
circles 
the capital 
of tho 
partners is declared to he $2,250,0 00. 
Nearly all the joint stock and pri­ 
vate banks in Hamburg are affected 
in varying degrees by this failure, 
but a number of them say their claims 
arc adequately secured. 
Among the 
firm’s liabilities are acceptances for 
$3,750,000. 
The largest amount held 
by any Individual house seems to be 
$175,000 In the hands of the Vereins 
bank. 
The difficulties of the 
firm arose 
chiefly 
from its 
connection 
with a 
mining company at Teplitz, Bohemia, 
in which much capital was locked up. 
~Tn addition the firm had Interests in 
several coal mines in Austria and was 
concerned in several real estate ven­ 
tures. 
Near Vienna it had established 
a 
so-called 
“caum asito” works, 
de­ 
signed to exploit a new method of de­ 
veloping unusually high tem cratures 
in furnaces. 
In connection with this 
enterprise was a glass factory. 
Tt is 
also declared th at Haller, Soehle ft 
Co. had put considerable sums in real 
estate mortgages. 
All 
these assets 
are hard to convert into cash without 
heavy loss, hut the hankers holding 
the paper of the firm believe the lia- 
bilites probably can be m et if liquldar 
tlon is not too much hurried. 
Haller, Soehle, & Co. had been in 
existence for seventy-seven years and 
ranked 
as 
one 
of H am burg’s 
old 
patrician houses. 
The failure created a panicky con­

O ne of the Oldest Institutions in the 


State Goes to the Wall. 
Houston, Tex., Oct. 18.—One of the 
oldest banking houses In Texas went 
to the wall Thursday afternoon when 
T . W. House, banker, filed a general 
assignm ent under the state law. 
W. B. Chew, W. D. Cleveland and 
J. C. Rice were named as assignees. 
They qualified by giving bond In the 
sum of $100,000 with Jam es A. Baker, 
Jr., Frank Andrews and Edwin B. P a r­ 
ker as sureties. 
The bond was pre­ 
sented to Judge Norman G. Kittrell 
and was approved. 
It is stated that 
the resources are amply sufficient to 
pay creditors IOO cents on the dollar. 
Inability to realize 
on securities 
not readily convertible into" cash ’is 
considered the only cause of the aV 
signment.

The preliminary hearing on the riot 
charges is still dragging and at 3:15 
this afternoon the state had not yet 
closed. 
The first man’on the stand 
this afternoon wras officer Hurley, who 
was recalled but added little to his pre­ 
vious evidence except that he tele­ 
phoned to the sheriff after erturning 
to the City hotel from taking the man 
to the lock-up and that the sherd" came 
over town. 
When the case of the state against 
Witham and others came up for hear­ 
ing, the county attorney stated that he 
had been unable to find either the 
sheriff or his deputy this morning. 
That they left the court yesterday 
without his knowledge, when they were 
supposed to be on duty there. 
Ile was 
in a hard position because the officers 
on whose testimony he depended had 
not told the same story under oath as 
had been represented to him when the 
action was commenced. 
The m atter 
was an important one and every oppor­ 
tunity should be given to get at the 
truth. 
He asked a continuance until 
IO o’clock Monday. 
Judge Fleming opposed any continu­ 
ance and declared that the men were 
arrested on an illegal complaint. 
Judge 
Allbright reminded him that that ques­ 
tion had been ruled upon and the de­ 
fense had its legal remedy. 
The court 
did not care to listen to criticism of 
its rulings. 
The court then continued 
the case until this afternoon and said 
that if possible the case must be fin­ 
ished up this afternoon. 
The first witness called by the state 
Friday afternoon was Officer Henry 
Hurley. 
He swore in substance that 
his attention was first attracted by a 
crowd running from the direction of 
depot toward City hotel. 
He at first 
thought they were basket ball players. 
Were following a man who was run­ 
ning. 
When he reached the crowd the 
man was down. 
He told the crowd to 
stand back. 
The man said he wanted 
protection. 
Witness 
said he would 
protect him. 
Picked up the man’s hat 
and grip and took him to the lock-up. 
Came back over town. 
Found every­ 
thing was quiet. 
Went over to the 
depot and saw Conductor Reed and told 
him to hold the train. 
Then went over 
to the lock-up, got the man and put 
him on the train; No. 13 going west. 
Did not learn the man’s name. 
His 
right ear was cut. 
Ile was sitting 
down when he first saw him, his hat 
and grip being on the ground beside j 
him. 
Saw the defendants there, ex- 
cept Witham. 
Saw Sundquist strike j 
the man. 
Did not see anyone else 
strike him. 
He was not fighting, but 
trying to get away. 
Witness arrested 
man struck, but did not arrest the man 
who struck the blow. 
Witness drew 
his revolver when he told the crowd to 
stand back. 
None of the other de­ 
fendants were taking part in the as­ 
sault. 
On cross examination he swore that 
he saw Sundquist strike the man and 
he was the only one. 
Officer Barney was sworn. 
His story 
corroborated with that of Officer Hur­ 
ley, except that he did not see Gustaf­ 
son and did see Witham standing on 
the sidewalk later. 
There was quite a 
crowd there, probably 
about th ir ty ; 
men, but could not recollect who they 
w'ere. 
First saw the crowd running 
toward the City hotel from toward the ! 
depot. 
There were two crowds, one J 
followed the other. 
The first crowd 
was of about 12, the second 15 or 20. ! 
There was no noise except the noise of 
running. 
When he got nearer the City 
hotel he heard noise. 
He was at the 
First National bank corner when he 
saw crowd. 
Capt. Hurley spoke to 
him about the crowd. 
They stood and 
looked a moment and then Capt. Hur­ 
ley started up the street, he up the 
sidewalk. 
Before he got there he 
heard someone holler. 
It was the man 
that was hurt. 
Hurley took the man j 
in charge. 
There was a little excite- j 
ment. 
The majority of the crowd were j 
running back and forward. 
Only thing I 
he heard said was that Gabiou said I 
something about fixing somebody at j 
the depot. 
Pulled his revolver and 
swung it and told the crowd to stand 
back. 
Saw the man down and bleeding. 
Supposed the crowd was about to do 
him some violence. 
There was blood 
on the man’s face. 
He was 
five feet of the man, nobody was be­ 
tween them. 
One of the crowd was 
standing partly over him with a club 
in his hand. 
Saw Sundquist strike the 
man with stick. 
Only saw him struck 
once. 
After Mr. Hurley left with the 
man the crowd stayed there two or 
three minutes, 
some stayed longer. 
Witness next went to the corner of 
Fifth and Front street, then to depot. 
Some of the crowd went up Front 
street as far as the Globe hotel, then 


down to the depot. 
Witham was one 
man that was over at depot, also saw 
him at the City hotel. 
Witness did 
ro t go to Globe hotel. 
Witness could 
not say if Sundquist was one of crowd 
pursuing man. 
On cross-examination witness swore 
that the other defendants which he 
saw were not doing more than the rest 
of the crowd. 
Did not see the rest 
take any part in the attack. 
The 
crowd was such a one as would usually 
gather at any disturbance on the street. 
Put a man on the train who was at de­ 
pot. 
His face was cut across. 
Witham 
offered to help him get man on train 
and he accepted offer. 
In answer to questions put by the 
court he testified: At the time of the 
assault one of the defendants struck 
the man with a stick or club. 
All 
rushed up in a bunch and stood over 
the man. 
It appeared as if they might 
be sore at something. 
The crowed did 
not seize him and turn him over to the 
police. 
Was a little excited himself at 
the time. 
All appeared to be in a 
mess. 
All appeared to be after this 
man. 
The man was running and the 
crowd was running after him. 
Some 
fellow would yell but you could not 
understand what was said. 
Could not 
tell at that time if they were chasing 
the man. 
Could not tell at that time 
if they were acting in concert. 
County Attorney Warner called Ru­ 
dolph Creger in an attempt to prove 
that the accused were boiler makers, 
but an objection was sustained by the 
court and he left the stand without 
testifying. 
Russell Baker, clerk at the Earl, was 
called as a witness, but could add 
nothing to the story of what took place 
in front of the City hotel. 
George Ramsey, clerk for Drs. Camp 
and Thabes, was the next witness. 
He j 
swore that he and Charles Frost were ! 
in the office in the First National bank | 
building when their attention was at­ 
tracted by the noise outside and they 
looked out of the window and then ran 
out. 
When they got there Officer Hur­ 
ley bad left with the man. 
Goedderz 
and Witham were the only two of the 
defendants he could identify as having j 
been in the crowd. 
Charles Frost, 
jeweler at Houghton’s, swore to prac­ 
tically the same state of facts except 
that he did not know any of the de­ 
fendants. 
John Wise, proprietor of the Globe 
hotel was sworn. 
Eight men rushed 
into the hotel and through it and out 
the back way. 
A crowd of 15 or 20 
was following them. 
Crowd did noten­ 
ter hotel. 
Heard one man say, “ Turn 
the scabs out.” 
The man was not one 
of the defendants. 
Crowd went back 
toward the City hotel, some in the 
street and some on the sidewalk. 
Chief of Police McGivern swore that 
he signed the complaint on information 
furnished him by Officers Hurley and 
Barney. 
They were the only police of­ 
ficers on duty in that part of the city 
at that time. 
He hail gone home at IO 
o’clock. 
Officer Moses DeRocher, on duty in 
East Brainerd swore that he met de­ 
fendant Sundquist, and several other 
men on the dump about 11:30 that 
night, coming toward town. 
Sundquist 
was carrying a light stick or cane.
